123.600.000 Frenoh Franeg) deposited with a bank* As for its origin, he too ’iSSilised*' 
his reply refusing to "oommonfc"* Questioned about the past, he had to admit that he- 
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h&d been secretary general both at the time of the diotatorshlp of Carol XX and of the 
*'fasolst<-naEi” dictatorship of llarshaX Antonesou* But hie politioaX mibnetisin has a 
far rieher gamut that would make the envy of the chameleon: sent as Minister to 
Ankara by the fascist Antonesou^ he continued to defend ]Rumanlan interests (communist) 
even after the resounding resignation of General ^adesoUf^ serving under Ana Pauker 
until he was reoalXeda An e;q>lanatlon was called for oonoemlng these suceesslre ad* 
aptations^ this poXltioal mimetism* Candidly, Mr, Cretaianu declared that In all these 
clroumstanees he had held high posts solely In order to watoh over ••• the defense of 
democracy. 

One of the defense lai^ers made the ironic remark, "A profitable defense, ” thinking 

of the bank deposit of $400, OCX), Cretzianu blushed - blushing is a flaw of this sens* 

itive man * and turned his batteries on Mr, ^afeneu, who was a witness of lb*, Malaxa, 

and presented a document intended to oompromise the demooratie profile of the former 

foreign minister of the time of Carol* s dictatorship. He did so, realizing the poUt* 

ioal ooxisequenoes of the hearing to himself, the denouncer.
